He has alfo placed a 
confiderable Body of regular Troops along the Banks of 
the Po, from Borgo-forte to Revero, to prevent the Spa- 


‘niards penetrating into the Mantuan; but it docs not feem 
- probable that they will attempt paffling the Po with fuch 


finall Numbers, when large Succours are expected to 
arrive daily, the Tirol being full of Troops. The firli 
Column of 8000, with the Generals Brown and Lucheii, 
will certainly reach Mantua isi ten Days. The Croatians 
are to crofs the Gulph from Triefte, from whence the 
Auftrians propofe alfo to import ‘nto Italy a large Quan- 
tity of Flour, and Stores of all Suits. As to the Spanith 
Reinforcements, about 4000 Horfe and Foot are arrived 
in the County of Nice. They expeét ten Battalions from 
Barcelona, and Part of the Garrifons of Oran and Ceuta. 
The King of Naples is to fend three B ttalions of Foot, 
and fome Squadrons of Horfe. It is likewite reported, 
but little credited, that the French will augment M. de 
Maillebois’s Army very confiderably. The Genoefe al- 
fo talk of making new Levies.
